How- 
beit,  that  was  not  first  wliicli  is  s])iritual,  but  that  which 
is  natural ;  and  afterward  that  which  is  spiritual.  The  first 
man  is  of  the  earlli,  earlhy  :  the  second  man  is  the  Lord 
from  heaven.  As  is  the  earthy,  such  are  they  that  are 
earthy  :  and  as  is  the  heavenly,  such  are  they  also  that  are 
heavenly.  And  as  we  h.ave  borne  the  image  of  the  earthy, 
we  shall  also  be;ir  the  image  of  the  heavenly.  *  *  *  * 
For  this  corruptible  must  put  on  incorrupt  ion,  and  this 
mortal  must  put  on  immortality.  So  when  this  corruptible 
shall  have  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  shall  have 
put  on  immortality  ;  th-en  shall  be  brought  to  pass  the 
saying  that  is  written.  Death  is  swallowed  up  in  victor)\ 
O  death,  where  is  thy  sting  ?  O  grave,  where  is  thy 
victory  ?  The  sting  of  death  is  sin,  and  the  strength  of 
sin  is  the  law.  But  tlianlcs  be  to  God,  which  giveth 
us  the  victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Therefore, 
my  beloved  brethren,  be  ye  stedfast,  unmoveable,  always 
abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  ye  know 
that  your  labour  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord.
